Petitions to the board ot count 


commissioners asking tbat the count 
be redtstricted as to road commission 
ers' districts are being circulated In 
this part of the county and all voters 
are being asked to sign one of the pet! 
tions. The law requires that the peti 
tions must contain the names ot three- 
fourths ol the qualified voters of th1 


county before an election can be call 
ed, and three-fifths majority tor red); 
tricting must be shown fn the election 
to carry the proposition. It is stated 
that tbe law requires the redistricting 
ot counties every five years and tha 
Volusia county has not been redistrict 
ed tor 31 years. At the time .the pres 
ent districts were formed the major 
ity of the people of the county lived 
on the west side and the heavies 
taxes were paid In that section. Be- 
cause of this three districts were form 
ed on the west' side and two on the 
coast side. Now, however, the two 
coast districts cast more votes than 
the three west side districts and pay 
considerably more than half of the 
taxes of the county. As a matter of 
simple justice and equalization the 
joast section should have three dis 
.rlcts and the west section two. The 
iresent representation on the county 
board is unfair to the coast section 
and the people of the «ast side ot the 
counfy are entitled to a redistrlcting 
of the county.
